James K, McGuire, ex-Mayor of Syra- 
cuse, was indicted yesterday morning 
by the General Sessions Grand Jury for 
soliciting a campaign contribution in 
1912 from the Union Oil Company of 
California, a corporation doing business 
in this State. The offense, under Sec- 
tion 44 of the General Corporation Laws, 
is a misdemeanor, and the maximum 
punishment is a year in the penitentiary 
and a fine of $1,000. 

McGuire is the leading member of the 
firm of McGuire & Co., Incorporated, of 
Syracuse, which has done much of the 
bonding business for contractors on the 
barge canal and State highways. His 
firm, according to testimony given by 
his brother, George H. McGuire, had a 
business arrangement with Charles F. 
Murphy, Jr., also in the bonding bust- 
ness. James K. McGuire for years has 
been a leading figure in the Democratic 
politics of the State. 

A bench warrant for his arrest was 
issued by Judge Crain at 1 P. M. yes- 
terday, but District Attorney Whitman’s 
men had not found McGuire up to a late 
hour last night. Mr. Whitman has been 
informed that McGuire has sailed for}

Interest in the Army and Navy foot- 
ball game to be played at the Polo 
Grounds on Saturday caused an unusual 
demand for tickets at fancy prices last 
night in the hotels, clubs, and Broadway 
cafés, and in most cases the available 
supply was quickly exhausted.

RAILROADS APPEAL | 


FOR HIGHER RATES 


Hint to Commerce Board That 
Nation Otherwise May Have 


to Shoulder Burden. 
PROFITS DWINDLE YEARLY 


Urgent Pleas of Eastern Lines for 
Five Per Cent. Advance Support- 
ed by Detailed Statistics,

WASHINGTON, Nov. 24.—That the 
Government will be placed in the posi- 
tion of having to take over the railroads 
and run them itself unless relief from 
present conditions be granted was the 
prospect held out at tke preliminary 


hearing by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission to-day on the proposal that | 
a general increase of 5 per cent. be per-' 
mitted in all interstate freight rates of | 


railroads in the region north of the Ohio 


and the Potomac Rivers and Hast of the) 


Mississippi River. 

The case of the railroads was present- 
ed by Daniel Willard, President of the 
Baltimore & Ohio and Chairman of the 
Railroad Committee of Presidents, and 
by Frederic A. Delano, President and 
receiver of the Wabash system. 

Approximately 250 representatives of 
the railroads and of shippers’ organiza- 
tions were present. Louis D. Brandeis 
of Boston ana Frank Lyon of this city 
appeared as counsel for the commission 
to develop facts in opposition to the 
proposed advance in rates. 

President Willard presented arguments 
and figures tending to show that, as a 
result of constantly diminishing net rev- 
enues, the normal development of rail- 
road facilities in the territory affected 
had been checked, if it had not been 
stopped aitogether. 

President Willard related that the 
railroads had spent in property invest- 
ment something like $600,000,000 during 
the past three years, or at the rate of 
$200,000,000 a year. Nevertheless, be- 
cause of the increased cost of operating 
expenses, the roads duving 1915 earned 
$16,311,321 less than in 1910. The rail- 
roads not only failed to earn any return 
whatever upon the new capital invest- 
ed, but saved even less from gross earn- 
ings, as return upon the original prop- 
erty investment, than -hey were able to 
show before this large additional ex- 
penditure was made. 

Mr. Delano said the evidence would 
show that the lines in the Central 
Freight Association territory would have 
to spend in the near future millions’ of 
dollars in improverents on which they 
would receive no adequate return, and 
that many of the lines did not have the 


credit necessary to raise this money. 
The statements of Messrs. WiHard 
and Delano were supported by statis- 
tical data in great detail, presented by 
George M. Shriver, Second Vice Presi- 
dent of the Baltimore & Ohio, as.Chair- 
man of the committee of statisticians 
for all the roads joined in the proceea- 
assistant to the 
Vice President of the New York Cen- 
tral system, and C. M. Bunting, Con- 
troller of the Pennsylvania lines. 


Helpless to Fulfill Obligations. 


Mr. Willard’s intimation that unless 
the railroads were permitted to increase 
rates Government ownership must fol- 
low, was made at the opening of his 
address. He said: 

While the carriers 
acknowledge their obligations to the pub- 
lic and are alive to the responsibilities so 
imposed, they are helpless to fulfill these 
obligations unless the financial result of 
their operation is such as to inspire the 
confidence of private capital and encourage 
the support of private enterprise, and the 
result of operation during the last three 
years is not such as to inspire the one or 
encourage the other. 

The problem in a broad and true sense 
affects all interests, and the outcome of 
thig particular case—whichever way it is 
decided—will mark an epoch, because it 
will, in effect, very largely determine 
whether we shall, as in the past, con- 
tinue to look to private capital and private 
enterprise for our transportation require- 
ments, or be compelled finally to accept 
the only alternative possible. 

Mr. Willard said that during the two 
years following the refusal of an ad- 
vance in 1910 the commerce of the ccun- 
try showed little, if any, change, but 
during the last fiscal year there was a 
marked activity in business of all kinds 
ang the gross earnings of the railroads 
generally for the year ended June 30, 
1918, were the largest in their history. 
Notwithstanding the increased gross, 
however, the railroads in official classi- 
fication territory continued to show de- 
creases in net earnings. He continued: 

During the fiscal years ended June 30, 
1911, 1912, and 1918 the _ railroads in- 
terested in this movement increased their 
property investment  $659,862,000. The 
gross earnings of these roads during the 
last fiscal year were $1,424,119,000, or 
$186,775.000 greater than they were in the 
fiscal year ended June 30, 1910. 

The operating expenses and taxes during 
the last fiscal year for the sarme roads at 
$1,087,365,000 were $203,087,000 greater 
than they were in 1910; so that even though 
these railroads earned in gross during the 
last fiscal year $186,775,000 more than was 
earned three years previous, the net re- 
sult, after paying operating expenses and 
taxes, was actually $16,311,000 less than it 
was in 1910, notwithstanding the fact that 
over $659,000,000 of additional money had 
been spent in the meantime for additions, 
betterments, and equipment. These com- 
panies apparently not only failed to earn 
any return whatever upon the new cap- 
ital invested, but saved even, less from 
gross earnings, as return upon the orig- 
inal property investment, than they w2re 
able to show before this large additional 
expenditure was made. 


Normal Development Checked. 


The result, as might be expected, of this 
constant tendency toward diminishing net 
returns has been to seriously check, if 
not altogether stop, the normal develop- 
ment of railroad facilities in the territory 
affected. The tables show that during 
the ten-year period these railroads found it 
necessary to increase their property invest- 
ment approximately $2,000,000,000, an aver- 
age of about $200,000.000 per annum, and 
it is certain that an equal if not greater 
amount per annum will be necessary to meet 
the requirements of the future. 

Railroad managers would hardly be ex- 
pected, under the circumstances just stated, 
to continue large capital expenditures for 
betterments and additions, if possible to 
avoid doing so, at least unless they had 
reason to believe that something had hap- 
pened, or was about to happen, which 
would materially change the situation. 

It is believed that the preceding state- 
ments, if confirmed, are sufficient in them- 
selves to justify the request which the car- 
riers now make for advanced rates, unless 
it can be shown that the causes which 
have operated to bring about such results 
are of a temporary character, or have 
now ceased to exist. As already stated, 
while the matter has only recently reached 
‘an acute stage, the influences which have 
as a whole served to bring about the pres- 
ent condition have been operating for a 
number of years. Evidence will be sub- 
mitted to show some of the contributing 
causes and their effects.

The fact came to light yesterday that 
Mr. Stover on Nov. 11 sent a number 
of checks from Philadelphia to New 
York to settle up certain personal ac- 
counts here. These checks, although 
mailed on Nov. 11, were dated Nov. 18. 
It was J. L. Lavery of 119 West Sev- 
nety-first Street, with an office at 99 
Reade Street, who discovered the Com- 
missioner’s check transactigns. 

Mr. Lavery has been a close friend 
of Mr. Stover for years, and for three 
years was associated with him in the 
University Settlement work, with which 
Mr. Stover has long been connected.

The warrant was sent to the United 
States District Attorney in New York 
for execution, but the report came back 
to Washington fo-night that a Deputy 
Marshal had been unable to find Zelaya. 

Groce and Cannon were shot by 
Zelaya’s order when he was President 
of Nicaragua in 1909.

Diplomats in Uniform. 


By a decision reached late this after- 
noon, the diplomats invited to the wed- 
ding will attend in. full uniform, thus 
establishing a.new precedent for White 
House weddings.

At 11 o’ciock to-night Gen. José y 
Salazar’s command was completely 
surrounded south of Saragosa and his 
capture was expected momentarily. 

Gen. Pancho Villa has ordered his 
soldiers to take Gen. Salazar alive, so 
he may be publicly executed as an ex- 
ample to Federal officers and Federal 
sympathizers.

Admiral Ordered There After Brit- 
ish Aid Visits ‘vilson.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 24—The need of 
protecting foreien interests at Tampico 
and Tuxpam has produced a situation 
that may have a serious bearing on the 
relations between Mexico and the United 
States.

In short, the railroads have felt the bur- 
den of the increased cost of living like 
all other enterprises or individuals, but 
unlike all others have not been permitted 
so far to raise their pfices or adjust their 
charges ifi recognition of that burden. 

The continuous declind in the value, that 
is to say the purchasing power of money, 
for a number of years past has had the 
effect of diminishing still further the bur- 
den of the rate to the shippe*, while at 
the same time increasing the burden of the 
carriers. This’ influehce. reflected in the 
higher cost of operations, has heen world-

Increased Charges Only Solution.

ing the year ended June 30, 1913, §275,000,- 
000, or a gross increase of about $36.000,000; 
but in the former year iy operating ex- 
penses and taxes were $182,000,000 and in 
the latter year $227.000,000, or an increase 
in expenses of about $45,000,000, resulting 
in a decrease in net revenues, after pay- 
ment of taxes, of over $9,000,000 and in 
net corporate revenue of more than $16,- 
000,000, 

As stated in other words, the ratio of 
operating expenses and taxes to earnings 
during the same period increased from 76.3 
per cent, to 82.8 per cent. « 

The evidence will show that the lines in 
Central Freight Association territory aro 
confronted with the expenditure in the near 
future of millions of dollars in the sepera- 
tion of grades in various cities, on which 
they will receive no adequate return, and 
many of the lines have not the credit to 
raise this money.

dividends than was paid out in 1912 ana 
$7,000,090 less than was pa‘d out in 1910.

Mr. Wishart sa'd the New York Cen- 
tral dividends declaved in 1913 were 
over. $4,000,000 less then in 1910, not- 


withstanding the increase of $49,000.00 


in gross operating revenue. In other 
words, he explained. there had been 
added to the New York Central property 
investment about $1,000,000 a week, 
while the net corporate income of 1915 
was less by about $68,000 a week than 
in 1910, indicating that expansion of 
bufiness had caused a net loss to stock- 
holders. Continuing he said:

English Militant Leader Gets 


Enthusiastic Reception at 
Carnegie Hail Meeting. 


ATTACKS WHITE SLAVERS 


Calls Suffragettes’ Cause a ‘‘ Holy 
War ”—Women Have Put Fear 
Into Cabinet Ministers’ Hearts. 


Mrs. Emmeline Pankhurst, the English 
militant suffragette leader, held her last 
big public meeting before sailing away 
from America at Carnegie Hall last 
evening, and the great auditorium was 
filled from top to bottom. At 6:30 o’clock 
a big crowd had already gathered for 
the meeting, which did not open until 
8:30 o'clock. Five minutes after the 
doors were opened the few unsold seats 
had been exhausted and a few on the 
stage were disposed of to the eager 
crowd, but with that at least 1,000 people 
were turned away. There was no at- 
tempt to decorate the hall, the only ban- 
ner being the large one of the militants, 
the Women’s Social and Political Union, 


which hung over the centre of the stage, 
the words of the slogan standing out: 


to God.’’

PLUNGE TO DEATH 


Lieuts. Eric L. Ellington and 


Hugh M. Kelly Killed by Fall 
at San Diego, Cal. 


SERVICE DEATH ROLL NOW 13 


Ellington, a Skilled Airman, Loses 
Contro! of Machine When It 
Nears the Ground. 


SAN DIEGO, Cal., Nov. 24.—Lieuts. 
Erie L. Ellington and Hugh M. Kelly of 
the United States Army Aviation Corps 
were killed to-day in a fall of about 
eighty feet in an aeroplane. The acci- 
dent occurred across the bay from San 
Diego on the grounds of the army schovl 
on North Island. No reason for the ac- 
cident Was discovered, although a care- 
ful examination of the aeroplane was 
made. The machine was shattered. 

Capt. A. CGC Cowan, commanding the 
post, saw the accident. 

“ They were trying out a new six- 
cylinder machine,’’ he said, 


when they lost control of it. 

‘*The machine was a new one, and 
Kelly was not familiar with it. Elling- 
ton went as instructor. 
had a dual control, which enabled either 
occupant to manage it at will. The con- 
trols were connected, enabling the in- 
structor to correct instantly any mis- 
take made by the pupil. 

‘““The men went up at 7:53 A. M. and 
sailed around the field for about five 
minutes. Of course, they were making 
: They 
fel. about one mile from the headquar- 
ters tent, toward Point Loma. The land 
slopes down toward the beach and is so 
low we could not see the machine strike. 

‘“‘ Apparently it began its descent in a 
proper Manner and at the usual angle. 
Then it appeared out of control. 
altitude was so low we felt the officers 
would have only a rough fall,

So far as can be learned, no British 
railway is experimenting with wire- 
less or planning to do so, though 
several big railways are experiment- 
ing with a view to finding @ prac- 
ticable automatic train-stop. An of- 
ficial of the London & North West- 
ern Railway said: 

“The report of the successful Lack- 
awanna experiment is possibly of far- 
reaching importance in America, but 
under the present method of opera- 
tion here we would not gain anything 
even if moving trains could be in 
constant wireless communication with 
the stations. There is never any need 
here to tell an engine-driver how he 
is to go. All trains are controlled 
through the signal towers. The only 
way in which wireless would be ap- 
plicable here would be in giving a 
danger signal to a driver, but ex- 
| periments with automatic stops are 
| now in progress on our system.” 

An official of the Great Western 
Railway said: 

“T do not think wireless will help 
English railroads largely, as our 
trains are not controlled by mes- 
sages to the train crews. Though it 
|is difficult to speak definitely till

ON PEARL THIEVES 


The Men Who Stole the Famous 
Necklace Convicted at 
the Old Bailey. 


SCOTLAND YARD'S TRIUMPH 


Chief Inspector Ward Declared to 
be the Foremost Criminal Inves- 
tigator of the Present Day.

LONDON, Nov. 24.—The trial of the 
men accused of stealing the famous 
$675,000 pearl necklace was ended at 
the Old Bailey to-day. The jury found 
the four prisoners guilty on two 
counts of the indictment, those charg- 
ing them with stealing and receiving 
the necklace while it was the property 
of the Postmaster General. <A verdict 
of “not guilty’ was returned on the 
charge of stealing the necklace in 

France. 

Lockett and Grizzard were sentenced 
to seven years’ penal servitude, Silver- 
man to five years in jail, and Gutwirth 
to eighteen months’ hard labor.  Sil- 
verman and Gutwirth were also rec- 
ommended for deportation. 

The court was crowded, the majority 
of the spectators being women, for 
whom the case exercised an extraordi- 
nary fascination, their chief desire 
being to get a glampse of the necklace. 

A woman sitting at the back of the 
court shrieked when Mr, Justice Lau- 
rence sentenced Lockett, but other. 
wise the case came to an end without 
dramatic incident. One pathetic note 
was the application of Silverman for 
permission to see his aged mother be- 
fore he went to prison. “The old 
woman,” he said, “may die at any 
minute.” The Judge granted the ap- 
plication. 

A sinister feature of the trial was 
the sending of a threatening letter to 
a juror. The Judge said the letter 
appeared to have come from some 
friend of the prisoners. He warned 
the sender that if any steps were 
taken to fulfill the threat condign 
punishment would follow. 

After the verdict was returned a 
Police Inspector gave details of- the 
prisoners’ careers. Lockett was sen- 


| tenced to five years’ imprisonment at 


Liverpool for burglary in 1906 and had 
previously been convicted in the 
United States and Milan. Grizzard had 
also been previously convicted.  Sil- 
verman has been suspected of several 
crimes. 

The investigation of the pearl neck- 
lace mystery was one of the most re- 
markable examples of detective work 
on record, and is declared to stamp 
Chief Inspector Ward of Scotland 
Yard as being the foremost living 
criminal investigator. 

All that the police 


had to guide 


them consisted of three pieces of 
French sugar and a torn scrap of a 
Paris newspaper that were found in 
the registered packet which should 
have contained the necklace. Inspec- 
tor Ward took up the case, and the 
record reward of $50,000 was offered 
for information leading to the recov- 
ery of the necklace and the conviction 
of the thieves. 


Inquiries were prosecuted in every 
direction, and, although even now the 
actual place of the theft has not 
transpired, it soon became obvious 
that the jewel crooks of London were 
excited over some unusual event. The 
Paris police proved of little assistance 
and somewhat hampered the investi- 
gations of Scotland Yard by the pre- 
mature publication of details of the in- 
quiry. 

Weeks passed before definite infor- 
mation came to Inspector Ward and 
those associated with him in the in- 
quiry, but it was obvious that the 
thieves had by mistake brought off a 
coup far beyond their expectation. 
They had hoped to obtain a consign- 
ment of precious stones which could 
easily be offered for sale. Instead, 
they obtained possesion of a world 
famous necklace, every pearl of which 
would provide an instant clue to their 
detection. 


The coup doubtless cost the thieves 
a considerable sum, which they were 
anxious to recover, so, throwing dis- 
cretion to the winds, they determined 
to sell the necklace as a whole. That 
decision was the first definite step 
toward their apprehension. It brought 
Messrs. Brandstatter and Quadran- 
stein, two Paris diamond and “—- 


brokers, on the scene. These Parisians 
communicated with Scotland Yard, 
and it was under the direction of 
Inspector Ward that they entered into 
definite negotiations with the gang. 

Inspector Ward and his officers 
were always within hail, and it is 
safe to say that from the first mo- 
ment that the suspects’ identity was 
known not one of them was out of 
sight of a police officer. All could 
have been arrested at the first meet- 
ing, but Ward determined to have 
every link of the chain of proof com- 
plete before taking action. 

The thieves suspected that all was 
not well, and broke off the negotia- 
tions. Still the Chief Inspector held 
his hand; the net was not completely 
woven. Finally, it ‘was decided to 
arrest the men on Sept. 2. 

Doubtless to the disappointment of 
the police, the pearls were not found 
in the possession of the prisoners, and 
the arrest of a fifth man, Dan Mc- 
Carthy, failed to lead to the dis- 
covery of the jewels. McCarthy was 
discharged at Bow Street on Sept. 15. 

How the pearls were eventually re- 
covered is the most astonishing fea- 
ture of the case. Early on the morn- 
ing of Sept. 16, the pearls, with the 
exception of two or three, were de- 
posited on the sidewalk of St. Paul’s 
Road, North London. They were 
picked up at the spot where a moment 
before a workman named Horne, the 
finder, had seen a man and a woman 
standing. Who that man and woman 
were has never been established, al- 
though the police made every en- 
deavor to find them. That fact, how- 
ever, does not detract from the brill- 
iant achievement of Inspector Ward 
and his subordinates. 

That other persons besides those 
convicted were concerned in the rob- 
bery is admitted, but undoubtedly 
a daring gang of jewel thieves and 
one which is thought to have been 
oon for years has been broken

Troublous Times Followed the Cor- 
onation in Rome of Gisela, Who 
Was the Wife of Conrad II. 


By Marconi Transatlantic Wireless Tele- 
graph to The New York Times. 


BERLIN, Nov. 24.—Dr. von Falke, 
Director of the Berlin Museum of 
Industrial Art, has made an exhaus- 
tive examination of a collection of old 
| jewelry: recently discovered by work- 
|men while excavating at Mayence. 
One of the most remarkable objects 
|found is a breast ornament consisting 
lof five chains hanging straight down, 
| connected by six horizontal rows, each 
|of nine precious stones, pearls, and 
antique gems. Suspended from the 
lowest horizontal row is an ornament 
‘decorated with topaz, precious stones, 
and pearls. 
| Dr, Falke has come to the conclusion 
that the jewels belonged to the beau- 
tiful Burgundian Princess Gisela, con- 
sort of the German Emperor Conrad 
Il., who reigned from 1024 to 1039. 
The filigree work and the setting of 
the stones correspond in character 
with similar work known to have been 
executed by German goldsmiths in the 
first half of the eleventh century. 

There is great similarity between 
| the workmanship of the ornaments 
and that of the celebrated imperial 

crown preserved at Vienna. This was 
| made before the year 1027 for the Em- 

peror Conrad. 
Dr. Falke remarks that the magnift- 
cence of the jewelry worn by Gisela 
at her coronation in Rome was re- 





ferred to in historical records, and he 
considers it quite conceivable that her 
most valuable ornaments were pawned 
or hidden during the stormy times 
that followed. 

The jewelry is now in the possession 
of the Kaiser. 


Won't Dance the Tango Till Late. 


BERLIN, Nov. 24.—-Emperor William’s 
order against the tango has caused a 
hurried change in the programme for 
the dance to be held after the Thanks- 
giving dinner of the American colony. 
It was learned that any members of the 
Diplomatic Corps present would with- 
'draw should the tango or two-step be 
danced. These were consequently elim- 
inated from the programme, but will be 
prmitted during the latter part of the 
ss after the official guests have 
retired. 


Archbishop’s Golden Jubilee.

Fund Will Make Final 
Effort To-day. 





HOPE TO REACH GOAL 





Conditional Subecriptions Lapse If 
Project Falls of Succese——J. D. 
Rockefeller, Jr., Gives $256,000. 





There was a magnificent spurt on the 
next to the last day of the campaign to 
raise $4,000,000 for new buildings for the 
Young Men's and Young Women’s 
Christian Associations of this city. The 
leaders announced yesterday gifts 
amounting in all to $435,905, which make 
the grand total to date $3,427,247. The 
total of the subscriptions of yesterday 
was more than twice as large as the 
subscriptions taken on any other one 
day of the campaign. 

Following the despair of the leaders 
at 6 o’clock on Sunday night, when only 


‘$40,000 had been subscribed toward the 


million necessary to complete the fund, 
the enthusiasm at yesterday’s luncheon 
in the campaign headquarters at 25 
Broad Street was marked, The head- 
quarters was crowded to the doors with 
workers who were hoping to hear the 
best but were fearing the worst. As the 
team leaders announced their totals the 
applause grew in volume. There was 2 
hush when George W. Perkins, Chair- 
man of the Executive Committee, arose. 
When he ‘said that his committee had 
obtained $330,000 in subscriptions the 
women present joined the men in enthu- 
siastic applause. 

There was more applause when it was 
learned that John D. Rockefeller, Jr., 
had telephoned to the headquarters just 
as the luncheon started, to say he would 
give $25,000. 

There is still $572,753 to be rajsed be- 
fore the campaign ends to-night, but 
the fact that the leaders were able af- 
ter eighteen hours work yesterday to 
obtain record subscriptions for any one 
day, has spurred the workers to greater 
efforts than ever. Every man and wo- 
man left the luncheon yesterday deter- 
mined to do his and her part toward 
completing the fund by to-night. It is 
expected now that the project will be a 
success. 

On the other hand, if the campaign to 
reach the $4,000,000 mark fails the build- 
ing fund will lose $450,000 which has 
been subscribed conditionally on suc- 
cess, It was announced yesterday that 
of this sum $350,000 Is {n one gift and 
that it includes two other gifts of $50,- 
000 each from anonymous friends of the 
two associations. The only $350,000 
ubscription was made by John D. 
Gockstaller and was announced at the 
opening dinner of the campaign in the 
Hotel Astor. 

The congregation of Dr. Charles H. 
Parkhurst’s church on Madison Square 
contributed $950, which was included 
in yesterday's total. It was also an- 
nounced that a well-known architect 
had volunteered his services in draw- 
ing up the plans of the new buildings 
to be constructed, and that four taxi- 
cabs of the Mason-Seaman service have

24.—That large 
bank reserves concentrated in New 
York were loaned in speculative ac- 
counts on the New York Stock Ex- 
change was asserted by Senator Owen 
to-day in opening the debate in the Sen- 
ate on the Owen-Glass Currency bill, 
adding that the measure would remove 
this condition. After the Senate wran- 
gled for half an hour: over the printing 
of the bill, Mr. Owen of Oklahoma, 
Chairman of the Committee on Banking 
and Currency, made the formal défense 
of the measure as amended by the Dem- 
ocratic wing of the Senate Committee. 
Mr. Owen spoke for two nours, and 
adjournment was then taken.

His remark followed a question to Mr.

Mr. Owen replied that he did not, but 
it had been definitely known all alon 
that the Administration forces counte 
heavily on the co-operation of State in- 
stitutions. 
Reviewing the details of the bill, Sen- 
ator Owen urged that by the creation of 
a market for discounted commercial 
paper and by mone: the reserves in 
public utility regional banks, the mea- 
sure would remove the great dangers of 
the present financial systcm. 
Asserting that at present New York 
bankers who hold a large percentage of 
the country’s reserves were forced to 
place those reserves in call loans on the 
Stock Exchange, the Senator said: 
“We are advised by representative 
New York bankers that the great banks 
there would be glad to have the system 
improved by the establishment of Fed- 
eral reserve banks strong enough to 
furnish money on demand against good 
commercial bills, and thus enable the 
New York banks to withdraw their 
funds from the Stock Exchange—which 
has become the most gigantic gambling 
establishment in the world—and_ place 
such funds in the service of legitimate 
industry and commerce. This will be 
one of the great benefits of the pending 
measure—that is it will withdraw from 
the gambling enterprises on the Stock 
Exchange the bank reserves of the coun- 
try and enable such reserves to be used 
for the commerce of the nation.”

Mitchel and Interest In

COLLECTOR HITS TAMMANY 





To Work for “‘ Radical Changes of 
Party Purpose and Party 
Leadership.” 





Dudley Field Malone took the oath of 
office as Collector of the Port of New 
York yesterday. He asked those who 
had gathered at the Custom House to 
witness his induction into office to do 
all within their power to uphold the 
cause “of clean party politics’’ in this 
city by supporting in every way possible 
| John Purroy Mitehel as Mayor. Mr. 
Malone referred to the result of the re- 
cent municipal election as ‘“‘a fortunate 
| day ” in the political history of this city. 

The ceremony of swearing in the new 
Collector was held in the large office 
room adjoining the office of the Col- 
lector. Mayor-elect Mitchel was repre- 
sented by his secretary, Bertram De N. 
Cruger,.and others present were former 
Collector William Loeb, Jr., George Gor- 
don Battle, who has a plan for the refor- 
mation of Tammany Hall; Francis 
Lynde Stetson, Major Gen. Thomas H. 
Barry, U. 8S. A.; President Churchill of 
the Board of Education, Gen Nelson H. 
Henry, Chief City Magistrate William 
McAdoo, Raymond B. Fosdick, Robert 
Adamson, John L De Saulles, John D. 
Crimmins, Julius Henry Cohen, Gen. 
Theodore Bingham, the Rev. 
Wall, and Charles W. Culkin, Thomas 
Rush, and William Dalton, three district 
leaders of Tammany Hall. Many Cus- 
toms officials were in the gathering. 

At 10:80 o*ciock the veteran United 
States Commissioner John W. Shields 
advanced to the centre of the room and 
administered the oath ef office to Mr. 
Malone. Then Mr. Cruger, as the rep- 
resentative of the Mayor-elect, read a 
speech that Mr. Mitchel would have de- 
livered had he been in the city. 

‘““My regret,” Mr. Mitchel said, ‘in 
retiring from the Collectorship of this 
port is equaled only by my delight that 
I am to be succeeded by my friend, 
Dudley Field Malone. 

“Tt was my pleasure and honcr to 
take up the duties of this great and im- 
portant office as the successor to a very 
distinguished incumbent, Collector Loeb, 
whose splendid work prepared the way 
for and made possible such improve- 
ments in the service as I have been 
able to put into effect in my short ten- 
ure of the office. 

“ And now that I am to be succeeded 
by a man for whose character and abil- 
ity I have the highest opinion, I can lay 
down the office in fullest confidence 
that it will be ably and successfully ad- 
ministered. 

“I cannot leave this office without

WIRELESS FOR RAILROADS.’ 

Tf we may trust the predictions of 
Mr. L. B. FoLey, the Lackawanna’s 
Superintendent of Telegraph, and Mr. 
Davip SaRNnorr, Chief Inspector of the 
Marconi Company, wireless service on 
will soon be an accomplished 
fact. The tests conducted last Sunday 
on the Lackawanna Limited demon- 
strated that wireless messages can be 
successfully sent and received by a 
train running fifty miles an hour. The

experiments were made on the route 
between and Binghamton. 
These cities are sixty miles apart, but 
while the train was between the two 
siations it was always in communica- 
tion by wireless with one or the other 
of them. Thirty miles east of Scran- 
ton the regular conductor was taken 
i]. But there was no delay. <A wire- 
less message was sent forward to the 
Railroad Superintendent, and when 
the train reached the station a relief 
conductor was waiting. At one stage 
ef the journey the train became 
«e®owded and the conductor decided 
that an extra coach was needed. With- 
out stopping at a station to send a 
message by telegraph, he notified the 
wireless operator, and when the train 
reached the next station an extra car 
ready for immediate

The adaptation of wireless service to 
moving trains has still to be perfected. 
But Mr. FoLry is sure that the diffi- 
culties can be eliminated: 


In my opinion the wireless will revo- 
lutionize railroading. We won’t do 
the revolutionizing this week, maybe 
not this month, but the time is com- 








ing, and it is not far distant, when 
the wireless telegraph on trains will 
make the safety and convenience of 
railroad traveling 100 per cent. greater 
than to-day. And as a preventive of 
accidents I think the wireless will 
prove of the greatest value. 

The use of wireless in the operation 
and control of signal systems has 
been tried and proved on a few Euro- 
pean railroads. The German Impe- 
rial State Railway near Berlin uses 
the Railophone' signaling system, 
which, its inventors claim, makes the 
passing of a danger signal impossible 
by giving three distinct warnings to 
the engineer, and by an automatic ap- 
plication of the brakes when the 
fourth signal is disregarded. But the 
experiments conducted by Mr. FoLkEy 
and Mr. SARNOFF go much further. 
They represent the first attempt to 
send actual word-messages from a 
moving train. Last Sunday’s tests 
were so successful that Mr. FoLry is 
convinced that “the only thing re- 
“quired to perfect the service is an 
“adjustment of the instruments” on 
trains and ‘stations until they are in 
tune. 





MR, MITCHEL AND MR. CHURCHILL

But there 
Was one principle accepted by them, 
which happens to be the principle on 
which the whole educational system of 
the city is professedly founded, and 
which is so generally approved that it 
may be looked upon as fundamental. It 
is that the teaching work of the schools 
should be in the hands of professional 
educators and that the Board of Edu- 
cation should confine its work to ad- 
ministration. Mr. CHURCHILL in prac- 
tice is not faithful to this principle. 
He has done much to break it down. 
He backed the McKee bills in the Leg- 
islature last Winter which would have 
completely undermined it. He has 
been in favor of taking the authority 
over the teaching work from the pro- 
fessional educators and concentrating 
it in the board. And he has advocated 
special legislation that would intro- 
duce confusion and a fatal tendency 
toward demoralization in the schools.

THE ALABAMA SENATORSHIP. 

The language of the Seventeenth 
Amendment to the Constitution of the 
United States, providing for the elec- 
tion of Senators by direct vote of the 
people, is not obscure, yet the question 
of the authority of the Governor of a 
State to appoint a Senator to fill out 
an unexpired term has been again 
raised in the case of Mr. FRANK P. 
Guass of Alabama, it was raised 
in the case of Mr. 
the same vacancy. 
clause of the amendment declares 
that “this amendment shall not be 
“so construed as to affect the elec- 
“tion or term of a Senator chosen 
“before it becomes valid as part of 
“the Constitution.” Senator Joun- 
ston of Alabama, whose death created 
the vacancy in question, was elected 
in 1909; his term would have expired 
in 1915. The Alabama case, therefore, 
is within the scope of the clause above 
quoted. The amendment, by its own 
terms, is not to be so construed “as 
to affect the election or term” of Sen- 
ator JOHNSTON. His election, of course, 
cannot be called in questlon. But of 
his term more than a year remains. 
If the amendment is not to “ affect” 
that unexpired part of the term, man- 
ifestly it is not to apply to it, because 
it would be impossible to apply the 
new provision without affecting the 
unexpired part of Senator JOHNSTON’S 
term. That is plain enough, we should 
suppose, to remove all doubt. 

Doubt arises, however, from the sec- 
ond clause of the amendment:

When vacancies happen in the rep- 
resentation of any State in the Senate, 
the executive authority of such State 
shaJl issue writs of election to fill 
such vacancies: Provided, that the 
Legislature of any State may empower 
the Executive thereof to make tem- 
porary appointments until the people 
fill the vacancy by election as the 
Legislature may direct. 

The natural, the reasonable, and, it 
seems to us, the inevitable construc- 
tion of the amendment as a whole 
would be that the clause immediately 
above quoted refers to elections to be 
held in all coming years when the 
amendment has been in effect for so 
long a time that no Senatorial term 
will have had its beginning in a year 
prior to the time when the amendment 
became valid. Thereafter vacancies 
would be filled as provided in the sec- 
ond clause; until that time the Gov- 
ernor would have power ‘to fill va- 
cancies by appointment, since the 
amendment is not to affect terms be- 
ginning before it became part of the 
Constitution.

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State of Alabama. The Legislature of 
that State meets once in four years; 
and the next session will begin in Jan- 
uary, 1915. If the Governor must 
seek authority from the Legislature he 
will have first to order a special elec- 
tion to fill about twenty vacancies in 
that body which have occurred in the 
last two years. Then, too, he will 
have to call a special session of the 
Legislature. As it is not at all im- 
probable that the Legislature would 
authorize the filling of the vacancy 
by a direct vote of the people, the 
Governor would have to order a spe- 
cial election for that purpose. All this 
would cost the people of Alabama 
more than $100,000. The justification 
for putting the State to that expense 
would rest upon the exceedingly nar- 
row ground of lawyers’ doubts as to 
the meaning of the amendment, which 
does not seem to afford reasonable 
basis for doubt. The best lawyers of 
Alabama believe that Mr. Grass’s ap- 
pointment is entirely valid. Many 
lawyers of the Senate hold that view. 
The Senate Committee on Elections, 
we should suppose, would construe 
the amendment in the light of reason 
and common sense, according to its 
manifest intent. That would give Mr. 
Gass his seat and spare the State of 
Alabama the great trouble and cost of 
proceedings based upon a very doubt- 
ful construction of the language of 
the amendment.

alcohol, Prof. SUTHERLAND SIMPSON of 
Cornell is quoted as saying that heredity 
is more potent than environment. There- 
fore no race will ever be temperate, he 
thinks, until the strain in it predis- 
posed to excessive indulgence has been 
eliminated by the effects of such in- 
dulgence, 

The sober peoples, according to Prof. 
SIMPSON, are those who have been sub- 
jected to the influence of alcohol so 
long that the survivors are all descended 
from ancestors who either had no taste 
for intoxicants or who could keep it 
Within the control of reason. His con- 
clusion, apparently, is that to whatever 
extent we restrict the consumption otf 
strong drink, by just so much will we 
defer the happy day when nobody will 
be a drunkard and nobody will suffer 
from the various ills that the drunkard 
creates for all about him. 

In other words, those of us with an 
inclination to drink more than enough 
should be allowed, and even encouraged, 
to do it in order that we and our kind 
may the sooner be weeded out and 
leave room for our betters. 

This is a hard doctrine, but not with- 
out a certain cold plausibility. It 
nores several important considerations, 


ig- 


however. One of them is the fact that 
between environment and _ heredity— 
which has been well detined as merely 


the sum of past environments—there 
is no such clear distinction as to make 
safe calling either more potent than the 
other. And certainly, in an environment 
whence alcohol was entirely absent, no- 
body of any heredity would drink it, 
though possibly enough clamoring 
nerves would be soothed to ultimate 
destruction by other and even worse 
narcotics. Again, heredity, as a conceiv- 
able alternative to killing off the drunk- 
ards, may develop people able and will- 
ing to protect and cure them, and using 
prehibition as One means for the at- 
tainment of that desirable end. It is, 
to be sure, a2 means that has not as yet 
worked to complete satisfaction any- 
where or shown great promise of merit- 
ing its name. 

Perhaps its chief claim to confidence 
lies in what it reveals as to the senti- 
ment of a community or congeries of 
communities, but contentment under it 
is rarely permanent. Alternations from 
“wet” and ‘‘dry’’ are characteristic 
of towns in the local option States, and 
a most curious phenomenon it is, too, 
hinting as it does that “ wetness” is 
not quite as bad, or “dryness” quite as 
good, as the prohibitionists assert.

This will be a boycotting of the 
egg dealers as well as of their eggs, and 
if the dealers had any friends—if they 
were not generally and next to unani- 
mously held to be guilty of what in 
ancient legal phraseology was called 
“regrating and forestalling’’—it is at 
least possible that they might make 
serious trouble for the estimable Mrs. 
HeatuH and her fellow-preachers of the 
new crusade, 

This particular boycott, however, dif- 
fers from those which the courts have 
condemned in that it is aimed at a 
whole trade, instead of individuals car- 
rying on that trade, and in that the 
granting of the demands made would, in 
theory at least, benefit, not a special 
group seeking only their own interests, 
but everybody except the regraters and 
forestallers themselves. 

Of course, if great numbers,of us did 
stop eating eggs for a while, the price 
of that commodity would come down. 
The plan therefore meets successfully 
the pragmatic test, and is to be com- 
mended on that account if on no other. 
It is a rather desperate expedient, how- 
ever, for eggs rank among the very 
best of foods, combining, as not many 
others do, the merits of being nutritious, 
healthful, and to almost all agreeable. 
A self-imposed deprivation of them is

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ship, even though most people, nowa- 
days, can get no eggs that have not de- 
teriorated more or less in cold storage, 
that mitigated blessing without which 
big cities can hardly live, but with 
which they live regretful of a Golden 
Age, when, though we often lacked 
what we wanted, what we had was 
fresh. 

That Golden Age, by the way, like 
most others, gains enchantment from 
distance. There was a good deal of 
“ storage” then, as now, with salt and 
smoke taking the place of low tempera- 
tures, and not even the most vehement 
of the leagued housewives really wants 
a return to the old methods and condi- 
tions. 

The best effect to be hoped from the 
proposed egg boycott is that it will com- 
pel an improvement in distribution and 
shorten the journey from producer to 
consumer. Neither would profit any more 
from that than the dealers themselves, 
for the latter, even at present prices, 
are probably making no colossal interest 
on the capital invested, and it is well 
known that not infrequently their spec- 
ulations result in large losses.

their railway trains from attack, are 
forcing the wives and children of the 
rebels to ride in them on every trip 
made. This is a survival of the ‘ host- 
age’’ idea, once commonly utilized as 
a means of compelling enemies to re- 
frain from a hasty following of their 
inclinations to break the peace. 

The device went out of fashion when 
the task of killing the hostage in cold 
blood, in case his friends broke their 
promises or otherwise misbehaved, be- 
came intolerably repugnant to the sensi- 
tive exponents of modern civilization. 
It was done calmly enough in the good 
old times, when dying and causing to 
die seem to have been viewed as a not 
very important part of the day’s work 
by almost everybody. Our neighbors 
evidently retain a good deal of the 
ancient equanimity, though even among 
them there has been a change, else 
would they not trust to the presence of 
these women and children as insuring 
the safety of their trains. 

The hostages, by the way, must have 
more than a few tremors as they make 
their journeys, for if there are any 
rebels who sincerely think the capture 
or destruction of those trains essential 
to their country’s welfare, they could 
easily argue out a justification, if not 
a duty, to disregard the presence of 
their relatives. The argument would be 
especially convincing if the women and 
children happened to be the relatives of 
other rebels than those making the at- 
tack. Several large problems in morals 
and patriotism are involved in this situa~ 
tion, and doubtless they are all receiv- 
ing due consideration in Mexico. 





WIRELESS PATENTS SUIT. 


Injunction Against Marconi Firm 
Only Suspended Temporarily. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

A special dispatch from Trenton, 
N. J., which is printed in THE TIMES 
and headed, ‘‘ Dismisses Writ Against 
Marconi,’’ seems to be inaccurately de- 
scriptive of, Judge Rellstab’s action in 
the case. Since many of your readers 
are interested in this matter I am giv- 
ing the following outline: 


In 1910 the National Electric Signaling 
Company began suit against the Telefunken 
Wireless Telegraph Company of America 
for infringement of United States Patents 
918,306 and 918,307, which were issued in 
1909 to Prof. Reginald A. Fessenden and 
are owned by the National Company. The 
case was fought through the District Court, 
and on Oct. 20, 1913, the United States 
Federal Circuit Court of Appeals for the 
Third Circuit (Judges Gray, Buffington, 
and McPherson) harded down an opinion in 
which the Fessenden patents were sustained 
and the Telefunken Company declared an 
infringer. 

Having these two patents adjudicated, 
the National Electric Signaling Company at 
once began an action for injunction against 
the Marconi Wireless Telegraph Company 
of America, which is alleged to be one of 
the largest infringers of the patents. A 
hearing in this case was held at Trenton 
last Monday, Nov. 17, at which time Judge 
Rellstab issued a preliminary injunction 
restraining the Marconi Company from 
further infringement except as to its 
pending contracts with the United States 
Navy. From the representations of the 
Navy Department it appeared to the court 
that a severe inconvenience might result if 
the Marconi Company were not allowed to 
deliver instrurments already contracted for, 
so this was permitted by him under the 
provision that there be given a bond of 
$25,000 for the protection of the owners of 
the Fessenden patents. 

Following the order of the court described 
above there was filed a motion to suspend 
the injunction, with affidavits from the 





the apparatus complained of as infringing 
was installed at over 00 stations, and 
that to remove it would require some two 
months’ time. In the argument before 
Judge Rellstab yesterday at Trenton, ex- 
Attorney General John W. Griggs stated 
for the Marconi Company that removing 
the apparatus immediately, as originally 
ordered, would so cripple the wireless 
service that if an accident at sea should 
occur great loss of life might result. With 
this in view Judge Rellstab suspended the 
injunction temporarily as to existing ship 
stations and those on shore intended for 
ship communication, but still restrains the 
Marconi Company from installing the in- 
fringing apparatus at any new plants, 
pending final settlement of the case. He 
further required a bond $100,000 to 
guarantee payment to the National Com- 
pany of any jJamages which may be proved 
to arise from the partial suspension of 
injunction, 

It should be clear from the above 
that there has been no writ dismissed, 
but that, rather, the Marconi Company

is now under injunction for infringe- 
ment of Fessenden’s patents. 
The entire question is of so great 


public interest at this time that I feel 
you will not wish to leave uncorrected 
the mistaken impressions which your 
unintentionally (but none the less re- 
grettably) incorrect item has already 
given.

A CENTENARY OF PEACE. 


Popular Support Solicited for the 
Anglo-American Exposition. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The organization of the Anglo-American 
Exposition, to be held in the year 1914 in 
London under the most distinguished patron- 
age, deserves to receive the hearty and in- 
terested support of the people of the United 
States. The object of this exposition is to 
celebrate the centenary of peace and progress 
in the arts, sciences, and industries of the 
United States of America and the British 
Empire. This pu?pose is one of exceptional 
significance; for it is not the signing of the 
Treaty of Ghent alone that both nations will 
unite in celebrating, but also the development 
and spread among the masses of the people 
of both countries of that spirit of mutual un- 
derstanding and good-will which makes the 
idea of armed conflict between them as ab- 
horrent as its existence Is unthinkable, 

The United States, drawing, as it does, 
strong and helpful elements of its population 
from different nations and from various 
races ‘in the Old World, is particularly justi- 
fied in treating as of high significance the 
celebration of a centenary of peace with 
Great Britain.

Exposition not only to celebrate but to com- 
memorate. It will aim to present with 
definiteness and with comprehensiveness a 
historic summary of what the two nations 
have achieved in their relations to education, 
to art, to science, to industry, and to com- 
merce. The project for the exposition has 
received wide popular support. ‘Representa- 
tive committees on both sides of the Atlantic 
are generously devoting themselves to fur- 
thering the purposes of the exposition, and 
they invite co-operation and the support of 
public-spirited citizens everywhere. 

In the exhibits, large space will be given 
to the products of inventive genius and to 
industry, because it is in these fields that 
the spirit of advance offers the most tangible 
and visible evidence of its activity. These 
evidences of manufacturing enterprise, which 
will be also witnesses to material prosperity, 
will help to strengthen the present bond of 
commercial union between the United States 
and the United Kingdom, and will, in so do- 
ing, serve to insure the continuance of peace 
and good-will between them. Ample grounds 
and appropriate buildings are provided to re- 
ceive the exhibits from both nations, and it 
may confidently be counted upon that Amer- 
ican pride and American patriotism will not 
be lacking to make the exhibit from the 
United States worthy of the best elements 
of our civilization.

TAX ON INSURANCE 


Hits the Policy Holders by Making 
Premiums Higher. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

If the contents of your editorial article en- 
titled ‘‘The Tax, on Thrift and Benevo- 
lence’’ were committed to memory by the 
40,000,000 life insurance policy. holders in- 
sured for about $20,000,000,000, and by the 
legislators who insist upon taxing the insti- 
tution of life insurance, the former, through 
public opinion, would constitute so militating 
a force against the attitude of the latter 
that the legislators would be compelled to 
pursue a new policy in the matter of life in- 
surance taxation. 

A fact which is not commonly known is 
that the interests of insurance companies and 





their policy holders are identical. High 
taxes affect the insured just as much as 
they do the companies. Those who have 


studied the sctentific principles of insurance 
know that aside from the actuarial calcula- 
tions of mortality and interest, the size of 
the premiums depends upon administrative 
expenses, Of which taxation is an important 
item. If higher taxes must be paid, the pre- 
miums must be correspondingly increased; or, 
what is the same, a possible reduction in the 
size of the premiums is prevented. 

This becomes of vital importance to the 
masses of our people, when we bear in mind 
that there are in this country about 27,000,- 
000 industrial policy holders, paying for in- 
surance on the weekly premium plan, and in- 
sured for an average amount of about $100, 
Smaller taxes would mean that these people, 
who are in dire need of insurance, could 
have larger policies for their present pre- 
miums, or could have theeir present policies 
for lower premiums. A protest from these 
people would probably reverse the present at- 
titude, but ‘‘our Governments levy [taxes] 
upon the corporations, and the policy holders 
neither see nor appreciate the influence 
which saps their security.

same ‘‘ cost-of-living ’’ problem, since every- 
thing they buy has also gone up considerably. 
And recent added burdens on them have been 
not only the general ‘‘ cost-of-living ’’ in- 
crease—we all remember the full-crew law 
and the contemporary inauguration of the 
parcel post, which was designed to help lower 
the ‘‘ cost of living ’’ for the people, (no no- 
ticeable result yet,) and which has so far 
netted the Government a magnificent loot es- 
timated at from $10,000,000 to $30,000,000. The 
Government alone has gained by the parcel 
post, and the railroads have been shamefully 
robbed. Mincing words about it will not help 
matters; it’s time for plain speech. 

So that if the railroads are not to be out- 
lawed and robbed for the benefit of their em- 
ployes, the Post Office statistics, and ‘* the 
people’’ at large in the parcel post, not to 
mention the ‘‘friends of the people,’’ who 
seek and obtain political preferment by means 


of these measures, there seems no alternative 

but an increase of freight rates. If the rall- 

roads may be robbed, what is to save all 

other property from a like fate? Is property 

robbery ?

THE FAST MAIL VANS. 


Post Office Could Make Their 
Schedules Safer. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In the interest of a clearer under- 
Standing of the question needlessly 
raised by Second Assistant Postmaster 
General Stewart as to whether the citi- 
zens of New York City should restrict 
to the legal limit the behavior of auto- 
mobiles operated by contractors who 
carry the mails in this city, I submit 
the following: I would say that all mail 
matter can be divided into three classes: 
(1) Incoming, (2) outgoing, (3) local. 

Every connection of outgoing mail 
matter with railroad and steamship ter- 
minals that is now made can be con- 
tinued without any material change and 
without operating the mails vans at a 
speed in excess of nine miles an hour 
by simply closing the mails ten minutes 
earlier than they now close, applying 
the time thus saved to extending the 
running time of the mail trucks on their 
various trips. This would require no 
changes in schedules other than send- 
ing out the wagons that collect from 
chute boxes, and the collectors who 
bring in the mail from street boxes, ten 
minutes earlier than they now start. 
The quantity of mail matter that would 
be delayed by closing the mails ten min- 
utes earlier is so small as to be negli- 
sible; particularly so when considered 
in conjunction with the increased haz- 
ard to life and limb that is a corollary 
of the present schedules. 

Ninety-nine per cent. of all incoming 
connections with the local free delivery 
system that are now made can be con- 
tinued without change by a similar ex- 
tension of the running time between 
the railroad and steamship terminals 
and the Post Office and its branch sta- 
tions and a corresponding change in the 
schedules of the free delivery routes. 

The same facts apply to local mail 
matter. In many cases no change at all 
need be made in the schedules. Intelli- 
gent supervision and improved facili- 
ties for handling local mail matter will 
Save much time that is now lost. 

That is all there is to it. Why this 

tempest in the postal teapot? 
Two branches of the Postal Service are 
involved in handling the mail—the 
transportation system under the super- 
vision of Second Assistant Postmaster 
General Stewart and the free delivery 
System under the supervision of First 
Assistant Postmaster General Roper. 
While Mr. Stewart has endeavored to 
improve the transportation of the mails, 
he has been placed in a false light by a 
combination of circumstances. Any one 
who listened to him at the hearing be- 
fore the Aldermen could not fail to be 
impressed by his sincerity of purpose. 
No one who knew the facts could es- 
cape the conclusion that he had been 
badly advised as to the truth about 
local conditions. 

He has been severely condemned by 
the press and accused of pompously and 
impudently announcing his intention to 
ride rough shod over our ordinances, 
when, in fact. there was not the slight- 
est trace of pomposity or impudence in 
his manner and nothing in his utter- 
ances other than an honest statement 
of what he conceived to be his duty as 
an officer of the Government. 

Unfortunately for him he has the 
bureaucratic habit of mind, and is ob- 
sessed with the value of the schedules 
put into operation by the local branch 
of his department. He lacks a proper 
sense of proportion, in this matter, be- 
cause he has failed to receive or failed 
to weigh judicially the evidence adduced 
in the public interest against the alleged 
increaseq efficiency of the mail auto 
schedules. 


Of course, the life of one child of the 
tenements is of far greater importance 





than the expeditious handling of the

Fine Paintings in De Ridder Collec- 
tion—Peixotto’s Drawings. 


The De Ridder collection, reviewed in 
a previous issue, contains, in addition to 
the canvases of first importance by 
virtue of the name and fame attached 
to them, a number of pictures by men 
not familiar to the general public, but 
capable of producing on occasion work 
rivaling any in the collection. 
Pieter Codde, for example, who imitated 
Terborch and Both and developed a deli- 
eate, firm style. His ‘‘ Lady at the 
Piano,”’ in the present exhibition, would 
hold its own with the best of Codde's 
masters, so pure and sensitive is the 
drawing of the blonde head, so alert 
and dignified the bearing, so reticent 
and exquisite the color. ; 

There is also Adrian van _ Ostade’s 
‘“‘Party of Smokers.’” in which the 
painter has placed his characters in a 
peasant’s dwelling, taken pains that the 
time should be early in the evening be- 
fore the great beer mugs had been too 
many times refilled, and has succeeded in 
avoiding the generally bibulous sugges- 
tion common to the majority of his sub- 
jects. With this in his favor to start 
with, he has made his shadows so lu- 
minous, his lights so mellow and clear, 
his tone so quiet and unified that he 
takes a place in the gallery as a worthy 
associate of Metsu and De Hooch, 

The landscapes form a particularly 
fine group. There are not only the noble 
Hobbema and a brilliant Albert Cuyp, 
but a bold and blonde van Goyen, a 
gloomy rich little Jacob Ruisdael, and 
serene river scenes by Salomon Rnuis- 
dael, two of Van der Velde’s ‘‘ Calms,” 
and a skating scene by Jan van de Ca- 
pelle. The entire collection is on view at 
the Kleinberger Galleries, an admission 
fee is charged of 50 cents in the morn- 
ing and $1 in the afternoon, and_the 
proceeds are to be given to the New 
York Association for Improving the Con- 
dition of the Poor and to the Montefiore 
Home.

In a little upper gallery which has 
been dedicated to art éxhibitions, Charles 
Scribner’s Sons are showing the draw- 
ings by Ernést Peixotto, made as illus- 
trations for his new book, “ Pacific 
Shores From Panama.”

MEET AS FRIENDS 


But No Attempt Is Made to 
Unite Societies Which Split 
Seventeen Years Ago. 











EVA BOOTH TO STAY HERE 





Positive Denial of Her Transfer to 
London—Farewell Demonstration 
for Bramwell Booth Planned. 





Gen. Bramwell Booth, the head of the 
Salvation Army, and his brother, Gen. 
Ballington Booth, President of the Vol- 
unteers of America, met for the first 
time in eight years yesterday, "and fer 
the second time since Ballington Booth 


led the secession from the Salvation 
Army seventeen years ago and founded 
the Volunteers of America. The pre- 
vious meeting was when Ballington 
Booth was in London in 1905. 

The brothers were the guests of the 
Rev. Alden L. Bennett, a neighbor and 
personal friend of Gen. Ballington 
Booth, at luncheon at the Alpha Delta 
Phi Club, 136 West Forty-fourth Street. 
All sources of information about the 
meeting agreed that it was of a personal 
and friendly nature. There was no for- 
mality and no one except a few of the 
closest associates of the two brothers 
knew when and where it was until sev- 
eral hours after it was over. It was 
stated authoritatively that no business 
was discussed by either of the Booths 
and the subject of amalgamating the 
two organizations headed by them was 
not mentioned. 

A statement about the meeting was 
given out yesterday afternoon at the 
headquarters of both organizations. It 
was drawn up by the two brothers at 
the luncheon in-the presence of Mr. 
Bennett, and read: 


Gen. Bramwell Booth of thé Salvation 
Army and Gen. Ballington Booth, President 
of the Volunteers of America, have met to- 
day as the guests of the Rev. Alden L. 
Bennett, at the Alpha Delta Ph! Club, 136 
West Forty-fourth Street, New York City. 
After luncheon there was a private meet- 
ing between the two brothers. The inter- 
view was a friendly and brotherly one, 
and was, of course, entirely concerned with 
personal and family matters. 

The rumor that Gen. Booth contem- 
plated transferring his sister, Miss Eva 
Booth, from her command of the army 
in America to the head of an inter- 
national bureau in London was em- 
Pphatically denied yesterday by Col. W. 
H. Cox, the editor in chief of the Sal- 
vation Army publications, and a member 
of the council in which important army 
business is discussed. 

The rumor started, it was said, several 
weeks ago when Miss Booth’s assistants 
here heard unofficially that the council 
in London was considering her transfer. 
A letter was immediately written to 
the London authorities urging them, if 
the rumor was true, not to order Com- 
mander Booth from the United States. 
A reply came giving assurance that no 
such move would be made. To satisty 
every one, Col. Cox yesterday issued 
this statement: 

There is no foundation for a statement 
that Miss Eva Booth, who is in charge 
of the Salvation Army work throughout 
the United States, is on the point of leav- 
ing her command. Miss Booth’s command 
has been characterized by phenomena! suc- 
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cess, both in the evangelistic work of the 
organization, in the acquisition of new 
| buildings, the valuation of which amounts 
| to millions of dollars, and in the building 


up of a great army of social and religious 
workers for the propagation of army prin- 
ciples 

John Wanamaker visited the Salvation 
Army Headquarters yesterday morning 


while _Gen. Booth was, in council with 
| the 1,500 army officers now in the city 
| attending the army convention. He was 


ushered to the platform on which Gen. 
Booth sat, and as he shook hands with 
the General the spectators recognized 
him and cheered loudly. After insistent 
demands, Mr. Wanamaker made a short 
| address in which he praised the work of 
the Salvation Army in this country and 
particularly the activities of Commander 
Eva Booth, whom he described as ‘‘ The 
Queen of Rescue Workers.’’ 

Gen. Booth spent almost all of yester- 
day in the council meeting, and, it was 
said, will be similarly occupied to-day. 





The chief subjects discussed were the 
work in India and Japan and the busi- 
ness of the army in America. 

Gen. Booth will sail for France to- 
morrow morning on the French Line 
steamer France. A call has been sent 
out to all of the members of the Salva- 
tion Army in the city to meet at the 
headquarters, 120 West Fourteenth 


Street, and parade behind the General's 
carriage to the steamer’s pier at the 
foot of West Fifteenth Street, in a great 
farewell demonstration.

cate art of Miss Maggie Teyte since her 
first appearance in New York two sea- 
sons ago. She gave a recital in Aeolian 
Hall yesterday afternoon which was 
filled to the last seat with an enthusias- 
tic audience; but her singing caused 
disquiet to some of her admirers through 
the change that has come over its char- 
acter. Her voice never had great range 
of color and was generally pale; and 
when used with power was apt to take 
on @ hard, even a acidulous quality. 
But there was an artistic delicacy and 
refinement of style, a fine taste, a clear- 
ness Of diction, that atoned for much 
that did not please in the purely tonal 
and sensuous quality of her singing. 

She forced her tone yesterday so that 
its essential beauty was often lost and 
the accuracy of her intonation was im- 
paired. There was less delicacy and 
polish of style than has been among the 
admirable qualities of her art and the 
finish of her diction, the intelligibility 
of the texts of her songs, were less 
prominent than they have been. Miss 
Teyte in this recital appeared as the 
advocate and champion of the newest in 
vocal composition. Her programme 
numbered songs by modern French com- 
posers, Charpentier, Hué, Debussy, 
Chabrier, Roussel; the Americans Car- 
penter and Schindler; the Italian Zan- 
donai, (who is responsible for the 
opera of ‘‘ Conchita,’”’ given at the Met- 
ropolitan last season); the Russians 
Moussorgsky, (composer of ‘ Boris 
Godounow"”) Stravinsky and _ JBleich- 
mann; the German Hugo Wolf, and 
Szymanowsky, presumably a Pole. 

It would scarcely be possible, nor is it 
necessary, to consider these songs in de- 
tail, of which eight were confidently set 
down as performed for the first time in 
America. Perhaps they were; but there 
was much that was insignificant in 
them, much that owed its interest to 
trivial details of phrase or accompani- 
ment or some trick of declamation dr 
descriptive effect. There was not much 
that was the outcome of a deep and sin- 
cere musical feeling. Hugo Wolf’s 
‘““Und willst du deinem Liebsten ster- 
ben sehn’’ towered high as a musical 
inspiration in this company. And it 
may be said that Miss Teyte sang it 
with more beauty of effect than she did 
most else on her programme—perhaps, 
among other reasons, because it offered 
more opportunity to the singer to ex- 
press beauty. 

The audience was enthusiastic and 
zealous in applause, and had very little 
difficulty in inducing Miss Teyte to re- 
peat several of these songs. Mr. Kurt 
Schindler played her accompaniments 
with much skill and delicacy.

Much Opposition at Hearing to 
State Relief for Widowed 
Mothers. 





The first hearings of the State Com- 
mission on Relief for Widowed Moth- 
ers, held yesterday at the City Hall, 
developed emphatic opposition on the 
part of representatives of existing or- 
ganized charities to the proposition that 
the State should establish a publicly 
administered fund for the assistance of 
such mothers. 

In the opinion of the charity offi- 
cials, who occupied most of the time 
of the commission at both morning and 
afternoon sessions, outdoor public re- 
lief has been a failure. Homer Folks, 
Secretary of the State Charities Aid 
Association, phrased the viewpoint otf 
the opposition when he said that pub- 
lic agencies had proved themselves 
most efficient in the carrying on of re- 
lief in institutions while private so- 
cities had done best work in administer- 
ing relief to the unfortunate in their 
homes. This line of separation, he said, 
Should be maintaired.

HEARING ON SEIZED GEM. 


R. T. Heitmeyer Examined with 
Mrs. Alexander, Who Brought It In.

Mr. Kingsbury heartily indorsed the 
view that children are better off with 
their widowed mothers than in_ insti- 
tutions. He said that from his own ob- 
servations the Chapin standard, which 
fixed $900 a year as the standard of 
comfortable living for a family of five 


After the hearing, which lasted an hour, 
Mr. Heitemeyer and Mrs. Alexander de- 
parted together in an automobile. Gen. 
Henry said the investigation would be 
continued to-day. 

Mrs. T. J. Fleming of Los Angeles, 
Cal., and her two young daughters, the 
Misses Margaret and Louise Fleming, 
were before Gen. Henry yesterday. They 
had arrived in the first cabin of the 
George Washington of the North Ger- 
man Lloyd Line earlier in the day. The 
customs Inspector who examined their 
trunks was not convinced that their 
declaration covered all of the articles 
that he found. Their baggage was sent 
to the Public Stores for further ex- 
amination.

Mrs. Inez Milholland Boissevain, suf- 
fragist, lawyer, and Socialist, vehement- 
ly attacked the point of view of those 
who had pronounced outdoor public re- 
lief a failure. She said that the main 
thing to be considered with relation to 
the problem of widowed mothers was 
how best to keep the families together 
and give them the necessities of life. She 
said that all other questions were sub- 
ordinate to that, and she considered it 
debatable whether other conditions 
should be considered as a condition of 
granting relief. She spoke slurringly of 
**the evident intention of some of the 
speakers that the poor mothers should 
earn their relief as a reward for culti- 
vating such employe virtues as industry. 
economy, and ob¢dience.’’ 

Dr. Edward T. Devine opposed the pro- 
posal to pension widowed mothers on the 
ground that no machinery existed for 
carrying out the scheme and because it 
would reduce charitable contributions. 

Frank Tucker, Vice President of thes 
Provident Loan Society, said that Gov- 
ernment aid to widowed mothers would 
result in much imposition and pauper- 
ism. He insisted that private agencies 
were adequate to carry on such work as 
was necessary. 

The hearings will continue to-day.

FOREIGN TRADE A RECORD. 


Exports for 10 Months $2,005,010,- 
884, or $544,822,853 Over Impor's. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 24.—Preliminary 
figures issued by the Department of 
Commerce show record-breaking values 
of our foreign trade in October and for 
the period of the year ended with that 
month. For the ten months closed with 
October exports amounted to $2,005,010, - 
884, as compared with $1,870,657,995 in 
the corresponding period of last year 
and $1,665,866,850 in 1911. The excess of 
exports over imports was $544, 822,853, 
gn contrast with $359,776,282 last year 
and $400,343,914 in 1911. 

The exports for October aggregated 
$271,588,726, with $254,633,504 recorded in 
the preceding October and $210,365,516 
in the same month of 1911. The excess 
of exports over imports was_$138,694,- 
766, as compared with $76,645,518 in the 
corresponding month of 1912 and $77,- 
759,765 in that month of 1911,

MANY DEMAND GU 
IN TELEPHONE RATES 


Nearly 100 Organizations Rep- 
resented at Public Ser- 
vice Board’s Hearing. 








LAWYER OFFERS SCHEDULE 





Says the Company Is Earning Near- 
ly 25 Per Cent.—Time Granted 
to Present Figures. 

« 





Nearly 100 representatives of civic or- 
ganizations in all parts of New York 
were presefit at the hearing of the Pub- 
lie Service Commission of the Secor.d 
District yesterday on the application of 
M. H, Winkler, a lawyer, of 90 Wall 
Street, for reduction in the telephone 
rates in Greater New York. 

Mr. Winkler’s petition asked for the 
same telephone rates for New York that 
prevailed in Chicago, where an area of 
194 4-10 square miles is on a 5-cent 
basis and free from tolls. There are in 
this city at present two free-service 
zones which are on the basis of an 8- 
cent rate. One includes Bronx and Man- 
hattan, a total of 60 4-5 square miles. 
The other includes Brooklyn and a part 
of Queens, a total of 104 square miles. 
Calls from one zone to the other arc 
subject to tolls of 5 cents, and calls to 
the Borough of Richmond are subject to 
tolls of 10 and 15 cents. 

A large number of the men who came 
to the hearing as representatives of civic 


organizations made talks, all in favor of 
reducing the telephone rates. Most of 
the speakers indorsed Mr. Winkler’s pro- 
posed schedule. 

The most important rate changes asked 
by Mr. Winkler are the abolition of the 
tolls, the reduction of the maximum rate 
from 8 cents to 5 cents, ard the reduc- 
tion of the minimum rate from 4 cents to 
2 cents a call, , 

These schedules of rates ‘were asked 
for by Mr. Winkler: 

For a single direct line for business 
purposes, $60 a year for the first 1,209 
calls; 3 cents a call for the next 1,2u6 
calls; 2% cents a call for the next 1,200 
calls, and 2 cents apiece for all calls 
after the first 3,600. ‘ : 

Another contract for a single direct 
line for business uses, $48 a year for the 
first 960 calls; 5 cents wpiece for the next 
240 calls; 3 cents apiece for the next 
1,200 calls; 2% cents apiece for the next 
1,200 calls, and 2 cents apiece for a'! 
calls after the first 3,600 

For telephones in residences, $40 a 
year for not more than 800 calls; 4 cents 
apiece for the next 800 calls; 5 cents 
apiece for the next 1,200 calls; 24% cents 
apiece for the next 1,200 calls, and 2 
cents apiece for all calls after the first 


The existing rate is $45 a yeir for not 
more than 600 calls. The owner of ths 
$48 telephone pays 5 cents apiece for Ali 
calls after the first 600, in addition to 
the interborough tolls which Mr. Wink- 
ler would abolish. 

Other contracts which a _ subscriber 
may, under the existing schedule, make 
with the New York Telephone Company 
are as follows: $57 a year for the first 
800 calls; $66 a year for the first 1,000 
calls; $75 for the first 1,200; $37 for the 
first 1,500; $99 for the first 1,800; $111 
for the first 2,100; $123 for the first 
2,400; $135 for the first 2,700. Under the 
above contracts the subscriber pays 5 
cents extra for each call above the num- 
ber paid for by the flat rate. 

The present rate for not more than 
3,300 calls a year is $156 and 4 cents fur 
each call. The flat charge a year for 
not more than 5,700 calls is $228. For 
calls in addition to the first 5,700 the 
rate is 3 cents. Three cents is the mini- 
mum rate existing. On this schedule 
Mr. Winkler said the company earned 
nearly 25 per cent. on its investment. 

In the cOurse of his opening state- 
ment Mr. Winkler said that the Mer- 
chants’ Association had been led into 
a ‘‘dishonorable and improper”’ effort 
to obstruct the present application for 
a reduction of rates. Mr. Winkler in- 
timated that the Merchants’ Associa- 
tion had been influenced by the tele- 
phone interests and he pointed out 
that John W. Griggs, counsel for the 
telephone company, was a Director of 
the Merchants’ Association. 

Mr. Winkier said that he had taken 
this statement up with the Interstate 
Commerce Commission at Washington 
and had found that no such investiga- 
tion was intended 

Commissioner Decker adjourned the 
hearing until Dec. 22 to give the New 
York Telephone Company time to pre- 
pare figures showing its invested capi- 
tal, the value of its property and its 
income. 


BOY KILLS IN QUARREL. 


Squallanti Shot Fellow-Employe 
and Confessed When Caugh*. 


While polishing pianos on the fifth 
floor of the factory of the Standard 
Pneumatic Action Company in West 
Fifty-second Street, between Eleventh 
and Twelfth Avenues, yesterday after- 


noon, Albert Sauillanti of 400 East 106th 
Street, 16 yearg old, 
factory as a varnisher, needed an empty 
bottle and went down to the fourth 
floor. William Bartes, 19 years old, of 
501 East Seventy-fourth Street, was as- 
sembling piano parts ‘nere.

Squillanti confessed at once, the po- 
lice say.

Later 
he made a fuller confession to Detec- 
tives Burgess, Fitzpatrick, and Flah- 
erty of the West Forty-seventh Street 
Station.

Postmaster Edward M. Morgan gave 
out yesterday interesting statistics of 


the Postal Savings bank system in Man- 
hattan and the Bronx. The branch of 
the savings bank was opened here on 
Aug. 1, 1911. On Oct, 31 last there were 
33,839 depositors, with $3,092,099, or $91 
each on deposit.

187; Deposit, $38,092; Elmira, $87,449, 
and Schenectady, $37,067. 

Postmaster Morgan found that on June 
30 last, 86 per cent. of the depositors 
were native born whites, and that they 
had 17.6 per cent. of the total deposits: 
61.7 per cent. were foreign-born whites, 
with 80.8 per cent. of the total qe. 
posits; 2.2 per cent. were negroes, and 
0.1 per cent. were other non-whites. 

Of 80,188 depositors on June 80 last, 
68.5 per cent. were men or boys, and 
31.5 per cent. women or girls.

Magistrate Oeuel Refuses to Dis- 
miss Opera Ticket Complaint. 


The hearing on the complaint against 
the theatre ticket agency of Tyson & 
Co., charged with, grand larceny in the 
second degree for the hypothecation of 
its allotment of Metropolitan Opera sea- 


son tickets with the Metropolitan Trust 
Company, came up yesterday afternoon 
before Magistrate Deuel, sitting in the 
Criminal Court Building. William 1. 
Marshall of Griggs, Baldwin & Bald- 
win, 27 Pine Street, counsel for the ticket 
agency, maintained that the evideuce 
had failed to show the commission of 4 
crime. The complaint was made by 
Adolph E. Dick of 244 West Seventieth 
Street, who charged that his season 
tickets and $151.80 that he paid for them 
had been misappropriated by Tyson & 


So far as the check\of Mr. Dick was 
concerned, Mr. Marshall said that the 
money had not been misappropriated. 
He argued that Tyson & Co. was not 
the agent of any party whatsoever, and 
that the concern was merely a dealer, 
buying at wholesale and selling at re- 
tail, a8 was shown by the fact that the 
ticket agency paid about 10 per cent. 
less for the tickets of Mr. Dick than his 
purchase price. Mr. Marshall further 
asserted that the tickets were to have 
been delivered to Mr. Dick by Oct. 27 
and that the failure to do so was not 
the fault of the ticket agency. He as- 


serted that Mr. Dick now had his 
tickets. 


The tickets themselves, Mr. Marshall 
said, could not be regarded as property 
but as a_ license, a non-transferable 
license. He was interrupted by Magis- 
trate Deuel, who wished to know, in 
that event, what right Tyson & Co. had 
to dispose of them if they were marked 

not transferable.’ Mr. Marshall ex- 
plained that such had been the custom 
for many years by “tacit agreement ” 
with the Metropolitan Opera Company. 
He proceeded with an argument that 
there was no provision to his kr.owledge 
in the criminal code making a license 
the subject of an action on a charge of 
larceny. 

Assirtant District Attorney Arthur C. 
Train, who had conducted the prosecu- 
tion, made a brief answer to Mr. Mar- 
shall. He held that whether the ticket 
agency was the agent of any party o? 
not, the evidence brought out showed 
that there actually had been a criminal 
violation in the disposal of the sub- 
scribers’ tickets. 

Magistrate Deuel denied the motion to 
dismiss the case, but at the request of 
Mr. Marshall agreed to suspend his rul- 
ing on the motion until the counsel for 
the defendant might have time to sub- 
mit a brief. A week was the time set 
for Mr, Marshall to file his brief, and 
three days were given,to the District 
Attorney’s office within which to an- 
swer it. Two days more will be allowed 
to Mr. Marshall in which to reply to the 
answer of the District Attorney, so that 
Dec. 8 was set as the day for a final 
ruling by Magistrate Deuel.

Stock Trading Dullest in 25 
Years — Remarkable For- 
eign Trade Showing. 


Wall Street talked of little else yes- 
terday besides its own trouble. It was 
the dullest day on the Stock Exchange 
in twenty-five years, which attests suf- 
ficiently strongly the sad pass to which 
those who depend upon commissions on 
stock transactions or upon speculation 
in stocks have come. Considerably more 
than a grain of comfort might have 
peen extracted even by these from past 
experience, which has so often shown 


that periods as dull as that which is 
troubling the stock market at present 
frequently yield place to periods of con- 
siderable expansion in’security trading. 
But even in Wall Street the stock mar- 
ket is far from being the sole object of 
interest. Rightfully viewed it is indeed 
nothing more than an incident of the 
financial situation, and the matters of 
broader import which had clear claim 
to the chief place in the day’s discus- 
sion. though this was denied to them 
by many, carried no such doleful import 
as was attributed in Stock Exchange 
circles to the prostration of the stock 
market. 

The Street scarcely remembered that 
the formal argument in behalf of in- 
creased freight rates was begun yester- 
day, or that the proposed currency leg- 
islation was entering upon a new and 
important stage. Yet from both of these 
matters much is expected elsewhere in 
the country at least, even if Wall Street 
from laying too great emphasis on the 
smallness of the stock market has al- 
most ceased to expect much good of 
anything. The fact is that with the be- 
ginning of the formal presentation of 
the railroads’ case in favor of higher 
rates confidence in their ability to jus- 
tify the proposed increases is greater 
than it has heretofore been, partly be- 
cause of the belief that shippers them- 
selves are much less opposed to this 
proposed increase than they were to 
that which was suggested two years 
ago. There is reason, too, to expect that 
before the debate on the Currency bill 
in the Senate which has now begun has 
come to an end, the currency proposals 
will have been further improved and the 
country will be promised a new cur- 
rency and banking system which, dis- 
creetly handled, will do much to further 
its material interests. 

And there was presented yesterday 
the record of the country’s foreign 
trade for the month of October. It is 
almost impossible to survey the record 
credit trade balance of $138,600, 000 re- 
ported for October and the $544,000,000 
credit trade balance for the elapsed ten 
months of the calendar year without 
drawing inferences which are quite op- 
posed to those which so large a part of 
the financial community has lately been 
disposed to draw from what it has 
seen going on about it, or it would be 
truer to say, from its narrow observa- 
tion of its own situation. This foreign 
trade showing helps at once to explain 
why it is we are in a position to draw 
gold largely from Europe, and why at 
the same time we are under no neces- 
sity to do so. The very strength of 
the position which fortunately we now 
occupy in the international money mar- 
kets makes unnecessary a struggle on 
our part for a share in the new gold 
supplies, the loss of which would hurt 
the markets of Europe much more than 
it would help us, And this notwith-

But even Europe’s monetary position 
is improving. Discount rates receded 
on the Continent yesterday, and while 
at London rates remain relatively high 
compared with those elsewhere, even 
though not unusually high for the sea- 
son it is necessary to bear in mind that 
that centre is becoming more and more 
free of the fear of unusual pressure 
from other markets. At Berlin, for 
example, discount rates fell off yester- 
day to 4% per cent., or over three-quar- 
ters of a point under the London dis- 
count level. We ourselves entered the 
week which will see the preparations 
for the Dec. 1 interest and dividend dis- 
bursements, with call money going no 
higher than 3 per cent. 

It is true that trade is receding, but 
there is a vast difference between quiet 
trade and business depression, and 
there is no present reason for fearing 
the latter. It would not be contrary to 
experience if Wall ttreet, and 
more particularly the Stock Exchange, 
why it attached 
so much importance to the mere dull- 
ness of these days on the Stock Ex- 
Apart from the few exceptions 
to the general rule the price changes 
yesterday were very small, as is not 
strange in view of the state of trading. 
In the general level of quotations such 
net change as did show was a small 
rise.

Pet pean one member of dis: Stock 
Exchange gaped with surprise yester- 
day when he read on the news tickers 
this extract from the report on the 
currency bill by Senator Owen: 

‘““We are advised by representative 
bankers in New York that the great 
banks there would be glad to improve the 
system by the establishment of Federal 
reserve banks strong enough to furnish 
money quickly on demand against good 
commercial bills, and thus enable the 
banks to withdraw their funds from the 
Stock Exchange, which has become the 
most gigantic gambling establishment in 
the world.”’ 

Even the Senator probably would ad- 
mit that the Stock Exchange,has a 
legitimate function in supply pg amarket 
place for the actual sale of investment 
issues. Granting that, what proportion 
of a day’s trading, yesterday’s for ex- 
ample, would he characterize as gam- 
bling and what proportion as bona fide 
dealings? As stcck brokers view it, if 
the speculation which is going on at 
this time makes the Stock Exchange the 
greatest gambling institution in the 
world, then gambling has at last been 
efffectually exterminated the world 
over. It has been a full quarter of a 
century since the Exchange has done so 
little business, legitimate or gambling, 
as it did yesterday. 

*,* 
An Omen of Hope. 

If brokers were a superstitious lot 
they might have been cheered by an 
odd trick of the weather yesterday. 
Shortly after the close of the market, 
and while many of them were starting 
homeward, the sky, which had been 
steadily blackening until it seemed that 
a great storm was imminent, suddenly 
lightened and the late sun gilded the 
tops of the skyscrapers for a few mo- 
ments. At the same time a rainbow 
appeared just over the uptown boundary 
of the financial district, which is 
Maiden Lane. Before the exact position 
of the rainbow could be determined it 
vanished, and the sky became darker 
than ever.

More September Compilations, 


The Bureau of Railway Economics at 
Washington reports that in September 
the railways of the United States, tne 
returns from unimportant companies 
omitted, had an increase over the cor- 
responding month of last year of $9,- 
143,000 in gross revenues. This increase 
was accompanied by an addition to 
operating expenses of $14,139,000. The 
net earnings decreased $4,995,000, Net 
earnings per mile of road fell off 6 
per cent. in September. This, however, 
is a smaller decrease than has been 
averaged so far this year; for the first 
three months of the fiscal period net 
earnings per mile decreased 7.2 per 
cent,

The Street’s Eyes Only on Itself. 

That portion of the Wall Street com- 
munity which makes its living by buy- 
ing and selling stocks was so much con- 
cerned yesterday with the evidence of 
poor business displayed by the ticker 
that it neglected outside factors which 
are likely to exert influence on the mar- 
ket. Chiéf of these were the hearing be- 
fore the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion on freight rates, and the debate 
in the Senate on the Currency bill. The 
possible effect of developments as these 
important problems are day by gay 
carried further toward ‘solution, ap- 
peared to be submerged in the gloom of 
commission houses over current lack of 
profits. A little application of cheer 
to a casual survey of the situation might 
have evolved an argument ‘something 
like this: 

Assuming, first, that the speculative 
fabric of the stock market has not been 
entirely destroyed, activity in one di- 
rection or the other is likely to appear 
if an incentive’is given. Action on 
freight rates, or a wide split in the 
Senate on the currency question, or even 
favorable action on the Currency bill 
measure, might put life in stocks. It 
would make no difference to the brokers 
whether stocks went up or down. They 
would have their commissions, and past 
records show that profitable business 
has frequently followed close on the 
heels of excessive dullness. 

*,* 
Harking Back to Other Days. 


It is doubtful if those Stock Exchange 
members who express the most doleful 
views about the future of stock trad- 
ing really believe what they say. The 
Street has gone through other periods of 
great stagnation, and always come 
through into an era of activity. Among 
the groups of brokers who gathered to 
commiserate one another on the floor 
yesterday this item of history was 
brought out, and afterward reiterated 
hopefully as others came up to pass the 
dull minutes in conversation. It was 
plain to the older members early in the 
afternoon that the day was going to 
establish a record for some years, at 
least in the way of quiet trading, and 
numerous reminiscences of the sluggish 
markets after the panic of 1893 were be- 
ing told as the session drew to a close. 

*,* 
Rumely’s Fall in a Year. 


The setting of a new low record ‘for 
Rumely common stock yesterday at 14 
gave opportunity for a review of its 
fortunes in the market during one year. 
Last November the shares sold up to 
101, more than seven times their present 
market value, and in 1912 they did not 
fall below 87%. LHarly in 1918 they were 
quoted at prices considerably above 90, 
but when the decline began it progressed 
rapidly. In July the low figure quoted 
yesterday was approached closely, with 
a subsequent recovery of fair size. In 
quarters close to the management of the 
company it is said that preparations 
are being made to do a good business 
in the coming year, but the common 


stock has given no reflection as yet of 
an improvement in sentiment toward it.

shade higher than on Saturday. Dis- 
count quotations declined a little, 
bills being rather more wanted. 
“Owing chiefly to the absence of 
any news of a disquieting character 
from Mexico, the general tone of the 
stock markets was cheerful before the 


carrt over. The outstanding features 
were the firmness of the scrips of re- 
cent colonial loans and a further ad- 
vance in home railway stocks, the 
generally prevailing idea that the la- 
bor outlook was rather more promis- 
ing leading to some investment buy- 
ing of home railway stocks, although 
the chief reason for the advance in 
prices was further bear covering. 

“Mexican railway securities also 
advanced on repurchases before carry- 
over. 

“The appearance of an official an- 
nouncement of the terms of arrange- 
ment between the Cuban Central and 
United Railways Company was fol- 
lowed by a little selling of the last 
named company’s stock.”

TRADING IN STOCKS 
SLOWEST SINCE 1888 


Brokers Handled Only 57,603 


Shares on the Exchange 
Floor Yesterday. 


LAST RECORD WAS 43,935 


Which Was Only Lowered on Day 
of the Great Blizzard—Less Than 


$13 Profit for Each Member. 


New York Stock Exchange members 
whose hair has grown gray during their 
years in the Street were young men 
when they last saw such poor business 
in stocks as yesterday’s. The records 
had to be turned back twenty-five 
years, to July 1888, to uncover a 
smaller turnover than the 57,603 shares 
traded in at yesterday’s session of the 
market. The total on the former date 
was 43,935 shares and, going back four 
months further than that, the aggregate 
of 16,305 shares is shown, the score of 
trading activity on the board on the day 
of the great blizzard of ’88. 

The floor of the Exchange through- 
out the day bore the appearance of a 
giant hotel lobby. The members lounged 
about the various posts trying to kill 
time as best they might, and the lobbies 
on the Wall and New Street sides of 
the building were filled constantly with 
@ crowd which seemed to be waiting 
wearily for the closing gong to sound. 

Not only did a reckoning of the day's 
business show that it was the poorest 
in a quarter of a century, but estab- 
lished a record for meagre trading 
which was not approached even closely 
in many years.

The extreme slump in business in 
stocks was accentuated by the’ October 
report of the Department of Commerce 
on our foreign trade, published in the 
Street during the gay, which showed the 
greatest total of exports and imports in 
the country’s history. The sharp con- 
trast of this information with the record 
being established by the ticker induced 
a broker to compare trade figures 
twenty-five years ago with those of this 
year. He found that the aggregate of 
exports and imports in 1888 was $1,419,- 
900,000, with imports exceeding exports 
by ‘about $28,000,000. In the “first ten 
months of this year the combined total 
was at the rate of about $4,100,000,000, 
with exports nearly $700,000,000 in ex- 
cess of imports. 

The inertia of trading yesterday was 
decidedly surprising to those followers 
of the market who had looked for ac- 
tion from particular influences. An ad- 
vertisement put out by a_ well-known 
speculator of Boston yesterday morning 
made a startling attack on the Steel 
Corporation and predicted low prices for 
the Steel shares. If it bore any influ- 
ence in depressing sentiment toward | 
Steel, the stock failed to show it. The | 
final quotation for both the common 
and preferred shares were near the best 
for the day. None of the issues par- 
ticularly favored by professional traders 
traveled over a range as wide as a point, | 
and closing quotations, in most cases, 
showed net changes of only small frac- 
tions. 


KATY’S FINE YEAR. 


Report Shows $8,295,000 Net In- 
come and $2,316,000 Surplus. 


The Missouri, Kansas & Texas Rail- 
way will send to stockholders to-day its 
annual report for the year ended on June 
30 last, showing a big improvement over 
‘1911-12. Both gross and net earnings 
were the best in the road’s history. 

The operating revenues were $32,346,- 
000, a gain of $4,159,000. Expenses in- 
ereased by $1,602,000 and taxes by 
000, but the net income for the year, 
after paying rentals and other items, 
wag $8,295,000, an increase of $2,632,000. 
The surplus after interest charges was 
$2,316,000, comparing with but $17,000 
earned last year. After paying dividends 
on the preferred stock there remained a 
balance equivalent to 2.8 per cent. on 
the common stock. 

This surplus was larger than in any 
previous year except 1907. Improved 
business conditions generally in the 
Southwest and increased passenger travel 
contributed to swell the revenue, while 
favorable operating conditions during the 
year enabled the traffic to be handled 
with a relatively small increase in oper- 
ating expenses. 

Expenses were increased largely be- 
cause of heavier traffic, higher stand- 
ards of maintenance, and additional 
mileage. The ratio of expenses to earn- 
ings, which was 75.2 per cent. in 1912, 
was reduced to 70.5 per cent. in 1913. 


GARY PLANT NOT TO CLOSE. 


Judge E. H. Gary Denies a Rumor 
of Shutdown on Dec. 22. 


Judge E. H. Gary denied emphatically 
yesterday a rumor which went about in 
Wall Street that the great plant of the 
Steel Corporation at Gary, Ind., would | 
be closed down on Dec. 22 because of 
lack of business. 

‘““We have no plans for closing any 
of our plants,’’ said he. ‘‘ Individual 
mills and furnaces may be temporarily 
closed from time to time if business con-

FRISCO FIGURES NOT 
ALTERED BY SPEYER 


C. W. Hillard Explains His Let- 
ter to President Winchell 
of September, 1910. 


BANKERS NOTED ERRORS 


Made Company Correct Its First 
Draft of a Prospectus for 
German Boerse. 


C. W. Hillard, associated with B. F. 
Yoakum for many years in the manage- 
ment of the St. Louis & San Francisco, 
and now financial representative here 
for the receivers of that property, has 
returned from §t. Louis, where he was 
a witness before the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. 

Mr. Hillard explained that injustice 
had been done to Speyer & Co. through 
the reading into the record of a portion 
of a letter referring to changes which 
should be made in a prospectus under 
preparation for the Berlin Boerse. This 
was erroneously spoken of at the hear- 
ing as an annual report. 

“Instead of being a subject for criti- 
cism, the action of Speyer & Co, in this 
matter was entirely creditable,’’ said 
Mr. Hillard. ‘‘So far as Blair & Co. 
and the Old Colony Trust Company are 
concerned, their names should never 
have been mentioned, but to have de- 
clined to mention them under the cir- 
cumstances would have created a sus- 
picion that there was something to con- 
ceal. 

“The Gulf Construction Company was 
not a Frisco proposition in any way. 
The only ground for referring to it as 
such was the fact that Mr. Yoakum and 
I were subscribers.’’ 

A copy of the letter, part of which 
was read into the record at St. Louis, 
and which intimated that the Frisco’s 


bankers had suggested changes in the 
road’s statistics to make them appear 
more favorable, was delivered to Speyer 
& Co. The letter was written in 1910 
by Mr. Hillard to_B, L. Winchell, then 
President of the Frisco.. Speyer & Cao. 
Said yesterday: 

‘The company had furnished us at 
that time with a draft of a prospectus 
which was to be submitted to the Ber- 
lin Stock Exchange and German Gov- 
ernment authorities, and on examina- 
tion we found that this draft did nut 
give a correct and intelligible statement 
of the company’s financial affairs. We 
found: 

“ First—That the company had in this 
draft overstated its liabilities by men- 
tioning on the liability side $8,000,000 
notes which they had outstanding, and 
also $10,000,000 of its New Orleans 
division bonds, which were deposited as 
security for these same notes. 

“‘Second—The next item to which we 
objected was the inclusion in the item 
‘Notes Payable’ of $3,063,636.77 due to 
‘Brownsville Syndicate account balance 
purchase price of Brownsville Road.’ 
We had repeatedly been informed by 
the company that there was nothing 
due by the Frisco in this connection 
because the debt of the Frisco for the 
purchase of the Brownsville Line had 
been discharged by payment in bonds. 
We insisted that this transaction should 
be carried out as promised, and the 
note or floating debt was liquidated by 
an actual sale of bonds, 

‘“Third—We also found that the com- 
pany stated that the cash on hand on 
June 380, 1909, was $5,106,354,09, while 
in the annual report for 1908-09 the 
same amount was shown to be $4,520,- 
981.78. We asked for an explanation of 
the apparent discrepancy,, and insisted 
that the explanation should also be 
given in the company’s regular report 
or parallel columns be printed to en- 
able proper comparisons. 

‘“‘Fourth—We also claimed that in re- 
porting earnings: monthly to the pubiie 
the company should include the mile- 
age and earnings of the New Orleans, 
Texas & Mexico Division, which at that 
time were unfavorable, and that ex- 
cluding them would be misleading, 

“The company admitted the justice of 
our criticisms and of our demands, 
made the changes accordingly. Thi 
changes were in effect a good dea! 
more than a mere ‘rearrangement of 
statistics’ ‘to make a better appear- 
ance.’

McReynolds Orders One Into Causes 
of Dear Food Kept in Storage. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 24.—Attorney 
General McReyonlds ordered to-day a 
Federal investigation into the causes 
for the high prices of eggs and other 
articles of food kept in cold storage. 
Agents of the Department of Justice 
will conduct the inquiry with a view to 
possible criminal prosecutions. 

Because of the general complaint of 
consumers in New York and otner 
Eastern cities, the Attorney General two 
weeks ago directed that inquiries be 
made in New York City, the outcome of 
which indicates, according to officials, 
that the price of eggs is being forced 
upward by agencies acting in restraint 
of trade. 

The Attorney General would not dis- 
cuss the subject. All] he would say was 
that he wanted to get at the truth of 
the matter, but a high official of tne 
department said to-night: 

‘“‘The Attorney General stands right 
where the average consumer stands in 
this matter. He knows that the prices 
of products that are kep in cold storage 
are high, but he does not know why 
this is-so, and he wants to know. There 
is, of course, ample remedy for the 


condition if the facts can be had. If 
the products in question enter into in- 
terstate commerce, if they are con- 
trolled by a monopoly, or if there is a 
combination in different territories of 
the coldstorage firms in the nature of 
a conspiracy, the matter can be dealt 
with speedily.’’ 

Thus far the department and the Attor- 
ney General are acting almost entirely 
on the general complaint of the people 
voiced in the newspapers and at public 
meetings. There are no specific charges 
or complaints before the department. 

The Attorney General has only the 
preliminary and incomplete reports of 
the investigations made in New York 
City. The investigation will be pursued 
in every large city where there are 
cold-storage plants. 


CONSULAR TRADE NOTES. 


The Committee of Public Works of the Ar- 
gentine Senate has reported favorably on a 
law authorizing a native company to con- 
struct and exploit a railway from Mal 
Abrigo, Province of Santa Fe, Anatuya, 
Province of Santiago del Estero.

Hats Called Silk Wearing Appa:el— 
Decisions on Braids and Tape. 


The Board of United States General 
Appraisers declined yesterday to reverse 


an assessment made by the Collector 
on trimmed and untrimmed hats_im- 
ported by the Simpson-Crawford Com- 
pany. The goods were returned by the 
Appraiser as composed wholly or in 
chief value of silk. Duty was accord- 
ingly taken at the rate of 60 per cent. 
ad valorem under Paragraph , act of 
1909, as silk wearing apparel. Claims 
for lower rates were overruled. 

Kohn & Baer, New York, failed in a 
contention for lower duty on_ laces, 
braids, beltings, trimmings, and web- 
bings. They were assessed for duty 
according to the component material of 
chief value at the rate of 50 per cent. 
ad valorem under Paragraph 401, or at 
60 per cent. ad valorem under Para- 
graph 349 of the old tariff. The pro- 
tests were submitted on the official 
record, without testimony. The board 
held that the Collector’s classifications 
were correct. . 

The board took adverse action on a 
protest by O’Jaffe & Pinkus, relating 
to the classification of merchandise in- 
voiced as superfine Dutch tape intended 
for binding the edges of sailors’ shirt 
collars. The Collector classified the 
goods as tapes under Paragraph 349 otf 
the old law, and exacted duty at the 
rate of 60 per cent. ad valorem. The 
importers said the importation was du- 
tiable at 45 per cent. under Paragraph 
358, as manufactures of flax. 

The board held that cheaply made 
brooches, pins, clasps, and other ar- 
ticles are not jewelry within the mean- 
ing of the act of 1909, dutiable at 60 per 
cent., but were entitled to enter at 35 
per cent. as toys. The importers in- 
cluded B. Illfelder & Co., BE. L. Kraemer 
& Co., and the American Bead Com- 
pany.

WILL GIRDLE THE EARTH. 


1913 Exports of Motion-Picture 
Films to Total 25,000 Mites. 


A string of motion-picture films long 
enough to girdle the globe will be ex- 
ported from the United States this year, 
according to statistics compiled by the 
Department of Commerce, through its 
Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Com- 
merce. This country is now the world’s 
largest producer of these films, and 
about 75 per cent. of the entire output 
of the world is made here. Both unex- 
posed and finished films are produced 
in great quantities and exported. In the 
nine months ended Sept. 30 these ship- 
ments amounted to 65,500,000 feet of un- 
exposed film and 23,500,000 feet of film 
ready for use in foreign moving-picture 
machines. 

In September alone film 
amounted to 14,500,000 feet, and if ship- 
ments in the remaining months of the 
year keep up to this level the total of 
1913 film exports wiil reach 133,000,000 
feet. Last year, which was the first 
full calendar in which records of these 
shipments were kept, film exports 
totaled 62,500,000 feet. Up to the end of 
September the value of the films sent 
abroad was about $3,500,000. England 
is this country’s best film customer, 
especially for unexposed films. 

Impyrtations of films in the first nine 
months of this year were somewhat 
lower than in 1912, totaling about 10,250,- 
000 feet.

Grocer Wounds a Bystander in At- 
tacking Man He Finds with His Wife. 


Late yesterday afternoon, when the 
street was thronged with shoppers, a 
small man with a revolver in his hand 
ran across Fifth Avenue at Fourteenth 
Street.

PROTEST MEETING HELD 











Noted Speakers Denounce Attitude 
of the Board of Education—Bar-, 
nard Students Serve as Ushers. 








Eight hundred men and women at- 
tended at Cooper Union last night a 
meeting held under the auspices of the | 


League for the Civic Service of Women 
to protest against the action of the 
Board of Education in dismissing from; 
the public schools married women teach- 
ers who have become mothers. Magis- 
trate Freschi presided and a delegation 
of students from Barnard College, under 
the leadership of Miss Freda Kirchwey, 
daughter of Dean Kirchwey of the Co- 
lumbia University Law School, were 
ushers. Amvung the speakers were Dr. 


Ira S. Wile of the Board of Education, 
who has championed the married teach- 
ers; Mrs. James Lee Laidlaw, Norman 
Hapgood, Dr. James P. Warbasse, the 
Rev. Waldo Adams Amos, Edwin Slos- 
son, and Mrs. Beatrice Forbes-Robert- 
son Hale, President of the League for 
the Civic Service of Women. 

Dr. Wile asserted that the sole test for 
teachers in the public schools should be 
efficiency. He decried the attitude of 
those members of the Board of FEduca- 
tion who insisted that a married teacher 


should resign. 

‘““The schools,’’ said Dr. Wile, ‘‘ do 
not constitute an employment agency. 
It is unfair to the pupils to insist that 
a competent teacher with a_ splendid 
record who has become 2 mother should 
make way for an inexperienced girl 
with no knowledge of the great prob- 
lems of life and with no experience of 
its fundamental obligations.’ 

Dr. Wile said that a canvass of the 
Boards of Education in those States 
where married teachers were allowed to 
retain their places had resulted in re- 
plies showing that eighteen out of twen- 
ty were in favor of the married teach- 
ers. In only twelve States, he said, 
were mother teachers employed in the 
schools, and in such States it had been 
found that the great experience of mater- 
nity, with its broadening influence upon 
a woman’s natural sympathies, made her 
an even more desirable teacher for chil- | 
dren than a spinster. 

Mrs. James Lees Laidlaw told the 
audience that the fight for the mother} 
teachers had not been won with the de-| 
cision of Justice Seabury against the ac- | 
tion taken by the Board of Education. She | 
read newspaper editorials in which the; 
writers:deplored the fact that under the} 
existing law Justice Seabuny’s decision | 
was sound and advocating a change in 
the laws affecting the teachers. Shc; 
warned her hearers that Justice Sea- 
bury’s opinion might be reversed by the 
higher courts, which, she asserted, ‘‘ are 
not so progressive in their views as| 
Justice Seabury.”’ 

Norman Hapgood said that the fem-! 
inist movement was a revolt against the 
mediaeval estimate of womanhood 
which regarded woman as an inferior 
being and condemned her to household 
labor, menial tasks, and child-bearing.
